A ndrew Costello ’08 felt a call to serve the homeless 
during his senior year at the University of Detroit 
Jesuit High School, where every senior was responsible 
for completing a senior service course. Costello chose 
to complete his project at the Manna Soup Kitchen in 
downtown Detroit. For Costello, the project was just the 
beginning of his calling. 

Costello chose SJC after hearing about it from his social 
studies teacher, Louis Offer ’69. An English: Creative Writing 
major and Human Resource minor, Costello’s service 
activities were consistent throughout his four years. He 
participated in Rake and Run, Kairos, Habitat for Humanity, 
and assisted with Rensselaer Central High School’s Annual 
Cross Country Invitational. Costello also served as a resident 
assistant, Kairos leader, and was a member of the Student- 
Athlete Advisory Committee, which annually hosts Kids 
Night Out for children of the Rensselaer community. 

“The various opportunities to serve as a student at 
SJC reminded me that going out and volunteering is no 
complex process. Rather, it starts with being involved in 
your community and not being afraid to step outside your 
comfort zone,” said Costello. 

“If [Costello] got involved with something, he carried 
it through until the job was complete,” said SJC Campus 
Minister Br. Tim Hemm, C.PP.S. ’70. “He was an inspiration 
to the SJC community.” 

After graduating, Costello continued his call to service. 
In 2010, he attended a cookout sponsored by the Frassati 
Society of Our Lady of Mount Carmel Parish in Carmel, Ind. 


“There were many leftover hot dogs and hamburgers, 
and I did not want them to go to waste,” said Costello. 

After a friend suggested giving the food to the 
homeless of Indianapolis, Costello packed up the leftovers 
and purchased hamburger and hot dog buns, Gatorade, 
and other snacks. Costello put the food in a cooler and 
took it to work with him. During his lunch hour, Costello 
walked the streets of Indianapolis and gave food to those 
who appeared to be down on their luck. It was clear to 
Costello that he was being called to make this a regular 
occurrence. 

“My goal was to not only provide individuals with 
food, but also faith, fellowship, and community resource 
information,” said Costello. 

Since the first time Costello walked through 
Indianapolis with his cooler, his ministry has grown 
immensely. Friends began helping and donations 
were made. In 2012, the Archdiocese of Indianapolis 
Office of Young Adult and College Campus Ministry 
began promoting the ministry, which resulted in more 
volunteers and donations. 

According to Costello, his ministry, which is referred 
to as “Operation Leftover,” would not have found success 
without the support of Fr. Rick Nagel, pastor of St. John’s 
Catholic Church in Indianapolis, Ind. and Rensselaer 
native. 

Nagel, whose sisters Judith Nagel Egan ’89 and 
Kristina Nagel Dobson ’93 attended SJC, said the College 
is an important place to his family: “I used to often stop 
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To Help the Least of Our Brothers and Sisters 


by SJC’s Lourdes Grotto to pray as a teenager, needing 
guidance and direction from God ... SJC has been a great 
beacon of light in the world, and I am deeply grateful for 
the College’s influence on the city of Rensselaer and the 
world. I have several SJC graduates in the Indianapolis 
community who were well formed as servant leaders for 
the Church and world during their time in college.” 

Nagel is an advocate of helping the poor, causing him 
to fully support Costello’s ministry. Nagel orchestrates 
St. John’s Garden Ministry, which provides sandwiches, 
water, and other amenities to more than 70 needy people 
every day.

“God inspires Andrew.” said Nagel. “Andrew believes, 
listens, and acts on God’s will for his life. This in turn 
inspires his peers to be obedient to God’s will in their own 
lives. Andrew has a real passion for the ministry and this is 
contagious as he speaks and shares the story of Christ and 
the Church .. . [Operation Leftover] emulates the beauty of 
the Church’s teaching about preference for the poor and the 
dignity of all human life.” 

Once a month, Costello organizes and invites people 
to participate in a “Roll Out,” meaning volunteers walk 
the Indianapolis streets and minister to those who are less 
fortunate and provide them with blankets, pillows, clothing, 
food, drinks, toiletries, resource information, prayer, and 
fellowship. 

“I am inspired to work with the homeless because I like 
seeing balance in the world,” said Costello. “I believe that 
anything ‘extra’ that I have can and should be considered for 
donation to those who need it.” 

In addition to food, ministry, and the other items 
Operation Leftover provides, Costello hopes to soon have 
a list of employers and other referral services willing to hire 
those he comes in contact with.

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NEW WEBSITE'S RESPONSIVE DESIGN 

MOVES RECRUITMENT FORWARD > > > 


A fter a year of research and planning, Saint Joseph’s 
College launched a new website in November 2013. It 
had been many years (2006-07) since the last major over¬ 
haul—in fact, the old website was an artifact of the days 
when social media was just getting started. In order for SJC 
to keep up with its competitors, its website strategy needed 
to shift focus: top-level pages had to be geared toward the 
prospective student; Admissions required better function¬ 
ality of online forms (e.g., inquiry, 
application); social media had to be 
embedded and integrated; the ar¬ 
chitecture needed to reflect industry 
standards, and search engine optimi¬ 
zation (SEO) needed to be improved. 

These were challenging goals, 
but there was more to consider. 

Helping us navigate through the new 
technology was mStoner, the lead¬ 
ing web strategy firm in higher edu¬ 
cation, devoted exclusively to serving 
colleges and universities. mStoner 
did research on campus with stake¬ 
holders and informed the project 
with the latest industry standards. 

Research uncovered the fact that a 
visitor is likely to start an online task 
on one device and complete it on 
another, and the web design world 
had just opened the door to a way 
of dealing with this new user sce¬ 
nario: responsive design. The entire 
SJC website is built in responsive de¬ 
sign !, which means the site is built for 
21 st century tablets, phones, and all 
devices. This helps SJC to be highly 
competitive. “The responsive web 
design is an essential tool that will 
enhance our ability to communicate 
with prospective students across the 
globe,” said SJC Director of Admis¬ 
sions Michael Ramian. 

The Core Program—the hall¬ 
mark of the Saint Joseph’s College 
experience—is at the heart of the 
new website. Doug Gapinski, Strat¬ 


egist at mStoner, explains: “Finding inspiration is often 
about helping our clients talk about what makes them dif¬ 
ferent. Check out the ‘Explore the Core’ feature that runs 
along the right side of each page of the new site—it’s a new 
destination that helps the public understand what is differ¬ 
ent and inspirational about an education at Saint Joseph’s 
College.” Just as Core is integrated into the major, it is inte¬ 
grated into the site architecture and navigation. 

Collaborating with faculty to 
update major/minor, graduate, 
and department pages with talking 
points and stories, Integrated Mar¬ 
keting’s student worker, Victoria 
Berenda ’15, played a major role in 
moving the project forward: “My big¬ 
gest task was writing the academic 
pages. This required analyzing the old 
pages and writing and editing copy 
for the new pages. I also worked on 
student profiles and alumni success 
stories, which required interview¬ 
ing, writing, editing, and web design. 
This was great experience for a job. 
I have probably learned every bit as 
much as a marketing assistant in 
SJC’s Integrated Marketing Office as 
I have in my classes. Although there 
was a lot to get done, I enjoyed the 
work.” 

With the new content manage¬ 
ment system, not only will search 
engine optimization (SEO) be more 
effective, but it enables SJC web edi¬ 
tors the opportunity to update their 
content quickly and easily. 

Enhanced analytics will allow 
for an improved understanding of 
what is of interest to prospective 
students and other site visitors. 
As of mid-February, search traffic 
went up as compared to the old 
site, 48%-51%, and bounce rate 
went down, 38%-35%, meaning 
people are spending more time on 
the site viewing pages they want

The new website is built for the 21 st century, the "century of design ." In this 
oge of online storytelling, visuals are becoming increasingly important. Fr. 
Tim McFarland's photography is taking center stage to tell the SJC story. 

How did you get interested in photography? 

I picked up photography when I was a student at SJC. I did 
35mm slides and a few prints. When I was in theology graduate 
school, I developed black and white film and did student direc¬ 
tory photos. At the parish where I first served, one of the parish¬ 
ioners was a professional photographer and helped me select a 
35mm camera; I did some nature photography and took photos 
of the youth group. When I came back to the College, I super¬ 
vised the student photographers and expanded the darkroom. 

We did black and white photos for the public relations office. In 
about 2000,1 got my first digital camera (point & shoot). I missed 
having the control over the camera as I had with the single-lens 
reflex (SLR) cameras and eventually got a digital SLR camera and haven't 
looked back since. I did photos of some of the construction projects we had 
going on at the College and also started taking some sports team photos. 

What inspires you now? 

I would say the gift of God's creation, in all its forms.. .nature and people. 
I love travel and usually pick my vacation destinations with an eye to pho¬ 
tos. I really like the Southwest—there are some beautiful sites there. I try to 


be attuned to the colors in nature as well as the way light affects the pho¬ 
tos. Obviously I like to capture the beauty close to home on our campus— 
and it gives alumni the opportunity to reminisce about their time here. 

I also enjoy taking photos of students—in sports, stage produc¬ 
tions, musical performances, and just in general. 

I like to focus on facial expressions—especially in 
sports. I hope to capture the intensity of the sport 
through facial expressions and body movement. 
Lately I've been trying to play with light—especial¬ 
ly with what photographers call the "sweet light" 
shortly after dawn and before sunset. You'll see in 
some of the photos of people, I really try to focus 
on faces and facial expression. I think the students 
enjoy it and it provides them with material for their 
Facebook and Twitter accounts. 

Anything else about your photography? 

As I've told many people, I could never go back to film—I just shoot 
too many photos.

FR. KOSTKA: AN SJC ICON 



O n March 1,2014, a celebration was held at St. Charles 
Center in Carthegena, Ohio, to mark a century in the 
life of Fr. Leonard J. Kostka, C.PP.S. ’35. 

In his 100 years of life, Fr. Kostka has had a rich history 
with Saint Joseph’s College and with his faith. 

At age 17, Fr. Kostka came to Saint Joseph’s Preparatory 
Seminary in Rensselaer. At first, he was unsure about 
this vocation, but after talking to Professor of Music Paul 
Tonner, he realized he was in the right place. He attended 
Saint Joseph’s Junior College and left Rensselaer in 1935, 
the year SJC became a four-year institution. But he was 
not gone for long. 

Fr. Kostka was ordained a priest in 1940 at St. Charles 
Seminary in Carthegena. He returned to Rensselaer in 
1948 to teach Religion. At that time, he took on the role 
of campus chaplain. Along with being active in students’ 
religious lives, he attended sporting events—especially 
baseball, basketball, and football (the three sports he 
played while attending SJC). 

Even in recent years, Fr. Kostka has made an effort to 
make it to games. Friends Harvey and Carol J. Lane 
Wood ’74 have often driven Fr. Kostka to sporting 
events. In 2000, Fr. Kostka was inducted into Saint 
Joseph’s College’s Sports Hall of Fame for all 
three sports he played as a student. He says 
he was inducted because he went to more 
games than anyone else on campus. Wood 
says that when she attends the Sports Hall of 
Fame induction ceremony with Fr. Kostka, 

“Former athletes just line up to speak with 
him. He remembers most of them once 
they tell him their names. He will come 
back with the sport, the position, and 
whether they started or not.” 

Fr. Kostka acknowledges that 
the priesthood was the right voca¬ 
tion for him, but it is not for ev¬ 
eryone. Still, he holds that all of us 


have a vocation, whether it is secular, marital, or religious. 
Through his priestly vocation, Fr. Kostka was able to spend 
time at Saint Joseph’s College—teaching, living, and learn¬ 
ing. His faith allowed him to spread the Gospel in the class¬ 
room at SJC. He believes that every branch of learning is 
somewhat derived from God’s great plan. 

Fr. Kostka reflected: “What makes SJC great? What 
makes Heaven great? We all get together and love each other.” 

Through such simple yet profound ideas, Fr. Kostka 
has inspired many people and shown his love for God and 
the people around him. Some call him our own living saint, 
and it seems clear as to why.

CORE CURRICULUM TIMELINE 


Our first installment of the 1 25th anniversary storytelling project is about the Core Curriculum. 


PRELUDE: 7962-68 

The most influential external factor 
that influenced the College to rede¬ 
sign general education were docu¬ 
ments that came out of the Second 
Vatican Council, 1962 to 1965. The 
new Program was scheduled for 
implementation in 1969. Fr. Bill 
Kramer, C.PP.S. ’41 was appointed as the first coordinator. 

THE "HEROIC AGE": 1969-75 

Fr. Kramer presided over the Core 
Curriculum during the most difficult 
years. The label “Heroic Age” refers 
to the difficult work of inventing 
each Core segment semester by se¬ 
mester for the first time. In 1969-70, 
the first two Core courses were of¬ 
fered; then, a crisis developed in 1971: some faculty con¬ 
cluded that SJC ought to abandon the venture, but a critical 
mass of faculty would not let Core die. 





LEADERSHIP: 2007-74 

SJC played a leading role in four na¬ 
tional projects and in other activities 
of three higher education associa¬ 
tions. Dr. Nichols spearheaded AACU 
projects and the President Emeritus 
of the University of Rochester, Dennis 
O’Brien, published an article in Com¬ 
monweal that stated: “...I learned a 
great deal at SJC about actually do¬ 
ing Catholic higher education.”

MATURATION: 7976-92 

During this time, an eight-semester 
writing program for Core was inspired 
by John Groppe, Dr. Charles Kerlin, 
and Fr. Alvin Druhman, and the goals 
of Core were adopted by the Faculty 
Assembly. Dr. John Nichols became 
the Core Coordinator in 1973. An ex¬ 
ample of the growing national recog¬ 
nition of the quality of the Core Cur¬ 
riculum was when Ernest Boyer told 
a McNeil-Lehrer audience not to look 
at the big schools like Harvard, but at 
schools like SJC to see what was re¬ 
ally exciting in higher education. 

THE NEXT LEVEL: 7992-2000 

In the pursuit of academic quality, a grant project sought 
to make collaboration between Core and the majors 
planned, deliberate, and institutionalized. The SJC mission 
statement was rewritten; faculty worked out a local philos¬ 
ophy of assessment; and a report on assessment was put 
together for North Central’s Higher Learning Commission. 


THE FUTURE 

Responding to some of the challenges that face Core, 
these opportunities are worth considering: focus on stu¬ 
dent learning; engage students in more active learning; 
faculty can attend more professional conferences and 
workshops. Core’s strengths promise significant accom¬ 
plishments—a small selection: faculty collegiality and col¬ 
laboration; teaching in Core fosters faculty development; 
and students gain an advantage in the job market.

TWO GRANTS OFFER 
EXCITING POSSIBILITIES

T wo grants awarded to the College in 2013 will help ex¬ 
pand the horizons of current and future SJC students. 
One is a $1 million grant from Lilly Endowment—creating 
programs that inspire students to make connections inside 
and outside of the College to better prepare them for a career. 

“The Endowment has seen firsthand that colleges 
and universities have the ability and desire to help improve 
the job prospects of college graduates in Indiana, and we 
wanted to give them the resources to be even more stra¬ 
tegic and ambitious,” said Sara B. Cobb, vice president for 
education at the Endowment. 

SJC created four strategies to achieve this goal. First, 
the College will improve connections between the Core 
Program, academic majors and advising, and career de¬ 
velopment services. Second, SJC will work with Ancilla 
College and Calumet College of St. Joseph to better serve 
Northwest Indiana students, expand its online RN-to-BSN 
completion program, and explore other health-related 
programs. Next, the College will work to establish more 
relationships statewide to increase learning and network¬ 
ing opportunities for students. Finally, the College will 
create a business technology center as well as purchase 
STEM laboratory equipment/instruments, and new tech¬ 
nology for career services. 

The goal is to better prepare graduates and improve 
their chances of employment after college. 

“This grant opens up exciting possibilities and in¬ 
creased opportunities for our students and graduates,” 
said SJC President Dr. F. Dennis Riegelnegg. “They will be 
better prepared to find jobs in Indiana that match their 
skill sets and degrees.” 

In addition to the grant from Lilly Endowment, the 
Indiana Space Grant Consortium (INSGC) awarded Saint 
Joseph’s College a $15,000 grant for its Freshman STEM 
(Science, Technology, Engineering, Mathematics) Reten¬ 
tion Program, marking the second straight year that SJC 
was awarded an INSGC grant. The objective of the STEM 


Retention Program is to retain students in STEM majors by 
offering them additional valuable resources. 

In Fall 2013, 24 incoming freshmen enrolled in the 
STEM program and began participating in programs to help 
them succeed in their field of study. These students had 
the opportunity to develop STEM-related academic skills, 
foster social connections among other freshmen and up¬ 
perclassmen, and learn about career opportunities from 
SJC alumni. At the start of the second semester, the stu¬ 
dents began working closely with STEM faculty and fellow 
students in their major to conduct hands-on research. 

“We believe this program can have a significant impact 
on helping students achieve their goals, build connections, 
and gain a valuable perspective on their future careers,” 
said SJC Associate Professor of Physics Dr. Jennifer Coy. 

Coy continued, “These events targeted key academic 
skills, including: note-taking methods, time management 
skills, studying and test-taking strategies, data collection and 
analysis, graphing and visualizing data, scientific report writ¬ 
ing, and communicating ideas in written and verbal form. Ad¬ 
ditionally, students attended SJC’s first annual Sustainability 
and Alternative Energy Forum, among other social events.” 

“The STEM program has definitely helped me with my 
grades and made the transition from high school to SJC easier 
by allowing me to learn skills I will need in the classes I take 
for my major,” said freshman Biology-Chemistry major Colena 
Rathburn of Donovan, Ill. “It has helped me to become more 
involved with other students and allowed me to meet people 
in the same major. The professors are always willing to give us 
any extra help we need, and they ensure that the program fo¬ 
cuses on the skills we will use in our future professions.” 

The second portion of the program is underway now, 
and several more events are planned for the semester, in¬ 
cluding a trip to Wolf Park in Lafayette, Ind., a “Chemistry of 
Raku” event, and a networking event with alumni who stud¬ 
ied a STEM subject. Dr. Coy and the rest of the faculty work¬ 
ing on the program hope to continue the program next year. 
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REALIZING THEIR DREAMS 


T hink back to the time you first began your college 
search. The endless stream of forms, financial con¬ 
siderations, and countless hours of research and campus 
visits combined to create a seemingly insurmountable 
task. Perhaps the pain of the process was mitigated by 
the help of siblings or parents who have been through it 
themselves and know what needs to be done. For first- 
generation students, the first in their families to navigate 
the path to college, the challenge is far greater. 

“Being a first-generation college student, I had no 
footsteps to follow in regards to the college search and 
admission process,” said freshman Music major Jesse Res 
of Hammond, Ind. “There are a lot of colleges and univer¬ 
sities in Indiana, and it was up to me to decide the perfect 
fit. I had to figure out what FAFSA was, how I could afford 
college, and what size college was best for me. Sorting 
through those questions while maintaining a busy high 
school schedule made the process more stressful.” 

“I remember being really nervous because I didn’t 
know what to expect,” said junior Psychology major Mary 
DeVault of Merrillville, Ind. “I also wasn’t sure what I want¬ 
ed to do. At the same time, I was excited because it was a 
new experience, and I was the first in my family to do it.” 

Although first-generation students face a lot of firsts, 
for them and their families, most aren’t left to fend for them¬ 
selves. There is always support available, whether from ad¬ 
missions offices, high school guidance counselors, friends, 
or extended family. The Office of Admissions at SJC works 
hard to ensure all of the College’s prospective students 
have the assistance they need to get through the process. 

“The Office of Admissions at SJC was the best,” said 
Res. “From the time I applied until I moved in, they were 
there to help me. My Admissions Counselor, Rachael Yake, 
was incredible. She kept in constant contact with me 
throughout my senior year of high school via texts, emails, 
and phone calls. I even visited with her when she stopped by 
my high school. Whenever I had a question, she was there 
to help me. She was an instrumental part in my admission 
and scholarships, and I am very grateful for all of her help.” 

There are certainly difficulties inherent in being a 
first-generation student, but once the search and applica¬ 
tion process ended and freshman year began, the students 
embraced the SJC experience. DeVault traveled to Athens, 
Ga. and Amarillo, Texas with SJC’s chapter of Habitat for 


Humanity; freshman Music major Donny Mori of Crown 
Point, Ind. traveled to Italy with the SJC Choirs; and Res is 
a member of the SJC Band, Concert Choir, Puma Educators 
Association, and National Association for Music Education. 

“My freshman year has been great. I have had new 
experiences and met many new and incredible people,” 
said Res. “I am so happy that I chose a college where I am 
a name and not a number.” 

Res, DeVault, and Mori are just a few of SJC’s many 
first-generation students. Mori and DeVault had the honor 
of receiving the Realizing the Dream Award, given to first- 
generation students for outstanding achievement in their 
freshman year. Recipients of the award are honored at 
an annual banquet in Indianapolis. They receive $2,000 to 
help with college costs, and each student’s chosen “most 
influential” teacher receives $1,000. The event is made 
possible by a grant from Lilly Endowment administered 
through the Independent Colleges of Indiana. 

“The Realizing the Dream Award proved very beneficial,” 
said Mori. “In addition to reducing my tuition, it gave people 
the chance to see who I am and what I can accomplish.” 

One of the benefits of being a first-generation college 
student is the desire to help others like them. Mori, Res, and 
DeVault had plenty of advice to offer to students beginning 
their college search or in the midst of the admission process. 

“Take it one step at a time, have fun, and keep your fam¬ 
ily involved,” said Res. “It is as exciting for them as it is for you. 
Also, do not let the price of college prevent you from applying. 
There are great scholarships available that can reduce costs.” 

“Know that you are not alone in the process,” said 
DeVault. “Relax and do your research, and look into as 
many scholarships as you can.” 

“Your friends are going to want you 
to go to school with them, but not every 
student is right for one school,” said Mori. 

“It’s okay to attend college fairs with 
friends, but don’t let them make your de¬ 
cision for you. And no matter how em¬ 
barrassed you may feel, don’t ever be 
afraid to ask questions.”

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A CUT ABOVE: PROFESSORS, STUDENTS 
EMBRACE NEW EDITING SOFTWARE 


A ssociate Professor of Communication Fred Berger 
began taking students to California on and off 
beginning in 1987 through a program at the University of 
California Los Angeles called “The Media Workshops.” As 
part of the program, students learned about the journalism, 
television, and film industry. In the early 2000’s, Berger 
started doing a smaller, SJC-only workshop. He asked SJC 
alumnus Bob Semmer ’83 if students could take a tour of 
Fotokem, a film and digital production facility in Burbank. 
Semmer, Fotkokem’s COO, introduced the students to the 
world of audio and video post-production. 

“While in California, professional editors told the 
students that most major motion pictures and television 
shows are cut on Avid and encouraged the students to 
learn Avid,” said Berger. 

This was one of several factors that proved to be an 
impetus to abandon the Department of Communication’s 
editing software in favor of Avid. With the Mass Commu¬ 
nication major changing to Digital Media and Journalism 
in Fall 2014, the department will emphasize three things: 
writing, storytelling, and production. Adopting Avid was a 
logical decision because it is one of the most recognizable 
non-linear editing tools in the world. 

The department’s previous editing software, Sony 
Vegas, began as a digital audio editing system. Because the 
students learned the user interface in their introductory audio 
course and carried that familiarity into the video courses, 
it proved to be a valuable asset. However, when students 
would graduate and find work in TV stations, they would 
always have to learn a different editing system. Both Final 
Cut and Avid are popular professional editing platforms, but 
Final Cut is limited to Mac users and has faced criticism for 
not supporting the professional editing industry. The decision 
to switch to Avid revealed itself as the logical choice. 

Selecting Avid was a simple task compared to the next 
step—learning how to use it. In 2013, Berger applied for a 
Presidential Innovation Grant, a program started by SJC Pres¬ 


ident Dr. F. Dennis Riegelnegg to encourage innovation by fac¬ 
ulty members. The grant paid for the five-day Avid Educators 
Boot Camp at the company’s headquarters in Burbank. 

Berger and his classmates—from such places as the 
American Film Institute and New York Film Academy— 
took two courses, each one normally standalone, in those 
five days. Berger said he never had a more intense educa¬ 
tional experience. After completing the boot camp, Berger 
was named an Avid Certified Instructor. The next step is for 
SJC to become an Avid Learning Partner and offer courses 
to students from inside and outside the College to become 
Avid Certified Users. 

The Communication Department will employ Avid in 
Basic Video Production, Advanced Video Production, and 
Video Field Production courses. Additionally, students work¬ 
ing in the department’s news operations will start to learn 
Avid, as will seniors working on their capstone projects. Asso¬ 
ciate Professor of Communication Sally Berger made the de¬ 
cision to adopt Pro Tools, the industry standard in digital au¬ 
dio workstations and an Avid product, for her audio courses. 

Avid has been a hit with the students who are learning 
its capabilities, and they deem it a vast improvement over 
Sony Vegas. 

“Avid is simply a better tool than Sony Vegas,” said 
sophomore Mass Communication major Corie Young of 
Valparaiso, Ind. “It was designed for the editor and is fairly 
easy to use once you get the hang of it. Avid is so much 
more advanced than what we’re used to. It takes a lot of 
memorization and hands-on practice to run the software, 
but we’re all very excited to learn more.” 

The greatest benefit of switching to Avid will be the 
boost of confidence and improved credentials it gives to 
the graduates who used the software. 

“Students will immediately see the impact as they can 
put Avid Media Composer and/or Pro Tools skills on their 
resumes and know that employers will recognize the tools 
and assume a level of expertise,” said Berger.

JOURNEY 



I n November, members of the Saint Joseph’s College 
Concert Choir and Chamber Singers, as well as several 
parents and faculty members, traveled to Italy for a series 
of concerts and religious services at ancient sites rich in 
history and tradition. 

The highlight of the trip was the closing weekend 
celebration of the 500 th anniversary of the Cappella Giulia 
at St. Peter’s Basilica in Vatican City. The Cappella Giulia 
is one of the Basilica’s two chapel choirs. As part of its 
anniversary, notable choirs from around the world were 
invited to sing, either in concert or Mass, at the Basilica. 
The SJC Choirs were invited to sing with members of the 
Resurrection Choir from St. John Cantius Church in Chica¬ 
go, where SJC’s Concert Choir and Chamber Singers sang 
alongside the Resurrection Choir multiple times. 

The choirs spent their first full day in Florence and 
toured the Church of the Holy Cross. Although they were 
not scheduled to sing until that evening at the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, the choirs sang an impromptu set of songs in the 
monastery off to the side, bringing their tour guide to tears. 

“This was the first moment of the trip where it hit 
me—we were singing in Florence, Italy—and would soon 
be singing some of the most beautiful music I have sung 
in some of the most incredible churches in the Roman 
Catholic world,” said Ethan Avina ’12. 

Although a full concert schedule kept the travelers 
busy, they were given opportunities to explore Italy on their 
own. Some visited the Ponte Vecchio, the oldest bridge in 
Florence. The Ponte Vecchio was built in 1345. Some of 
the world’s most well known poets, musicians, artists, and 
other historical figures have walked the bridge. In addition 
to seeing ruins, baths, temples, tombs of historical figures, 
and cathedrals, the choirs also visited many of Italy’s tour¬ 
ist attractions, including the Coliseum in Rome. 

While visiting the Basilica of St. John Lateran, the 
choirs saw relics of both St. Paul and St. Peter’s skulls and 
a piece of the table on which Jesus and his disciples ate 
the Last Supper. After leaving St. John Lateran, the travel¬ 
ers crossed the street to Sancta Sanctorum and saw a relic 
of the stairs that Jesus climbed in Jerusalem to be judged. 

The choirs sang a Pontifical High Mass at Papal Basilica 
of Santa Maria Maggiore in Rome. Before Mass, the choirs 
were given a tour of the church and its relics, including 
pieces of the manger where Jesus laid in Bethlehem. 



“At SJC, we take pride in fulfilling the College’s mission, 
which pledges ‘a tradition of excellence and to a liberal edu¬ 
cation that is a united endeavor of intelligence and faith,”’ 
said Assistant Professor of Music and Director of Choirs Kelly 
Ford. “This trip experience fulfilled every aspect of this mis¬ 
sion, something of which we should be very proud.” 

The travelers also visited the Vatican Museum and the 
Sistine Chapel while in Vatican City. 

“I was in complete wonder in the Sistine Chapel,” said 
English: Creative Writing major and Art and Journalism mi¬ 
nor Kathryn Davisson ’16. “We were not allowed to take pic¬ 
tures because every portion of the walls and ceilings were 
covered in frescoes, but it was amazing to see all of them.” 

The choirs also attended the Papal Blessing in St. Pe¬ 
ter’s Square, where an estimated 50,000 to 80,000 people 
gathered to hear Pope Francis speak. 

“I don’t know if I have ever been in a place with so 
much happiness radiating from thousands of people,” said 
Avina. “Although Pope Francis did not speak in English, 
the Angelus was a great experience for all in attendance.” 

Since returning from Italy, Ford has noticed that the trip 
has had a tremendous impact on the campus community. 

“There has been such an application of knowledge and 
experience since the trip not only in Music classes, but in 
all classes at SJC,” said Ford. “Core professors have shared 
wonderful stories of students who have been able to use 
the trip as a source of information and inspiration in group 
discussions and academic writing. I am so pleased to see 
the ways in which a liberal arts curriculum, and especially 
the Core Program, has been enriched by the experience.” 

Because the experience was so positive, Ford hopes 
to arrange a foreign trip for choir students every four years. 

“It should almost be a requisite part of the college ex¬ 
perience,” Ford said. “At SJC, we are so into becoming a 
person with a global understanding, and there is no better 
way to do that than to live it.”

CHURCH MUSIC AND LITURGY OUTREACH IN CHICAGO 



The Rensselaer Program of Church 
Music and Liturgy has expanded 
its presence and programming in 
the Chicago area over the past two 
years, effectively making Saint Jo¬ 
seph’s College the area’s go-to edu¬ 
cational institution when it comes to 
liturgical music. 

Last fall, nine students completed the first run of the 
new Chicago Series in Liturgical Music, a series of five 
courses that are accessible to part-time and volunteer litur¬ 
gical musicians and others whose responsibilities make a 
full month of summer study impossible. In addition to two 
three-day intensives held in Rensselaer, three SJC graduate 
courses are offered on Monday nights in the Chicago area. 
The inaugural run of the Series received overwhelmingly 
positive reviews. The second cohort will get underway at 
the end of June. 


With support from a grant from the Adult Catecheti¬ 
cal Teaching Aids (ACTA) Foundation, and in collaboration 
with the Office for Divine Worship (ODW) of the Archdio¬ 
cese of Chicago, the Rensselaer Program offered its sec¬ 
ond annual Symposium in Liturgical Music last November 
in Western Springs, Ill. Approximately 35 music directors 
attended the symposium. 

In addition, last fall the Rensselaer Program participated in 
a first-ever three-way collaborative effort with both ODW and 
the Chicago Office for Black Catholics. The result was “When 
Our Praises Go Up,” a four-Saturday workshop series for musi¬ 
cians ministering in African-American Catholic parishes. Janco 
served as co-presenter for each of the workshops. 

Having served as part-time director of the 54-year-old 
Rensselaer Program since 2006, Dr. Steven Janco was ap¬ 
pointed to the full-time SJC faculty on August 1, 2013—an 
investment in the program’s continued development and 
its new Chicago-area outreach. 


INDIAN OCEAN EXHIBIT MAKES WAVES AT SJC 


S aint Joseph's College had the opportunity to be the first 
college in the United States to have access to a set of 
copper plates depicting a legal document written at the Port 
of Kollam, in what is now Kerala, India, in 849 CE. The 
plates were exhibited in the Robinson Memorial Library in the 
Evans Arts and Science Building on SJC's campus. 

According to SJC Associate Professor of History and 
Fulbright Scholar Dr. Ilicia Sprey, the plates "shed a great 
deal of light on Indian Ocean maritime trade in the 9th cen¬ 
tury. The plates are considered by historians, archaeologists, 
anthropologists, sociologists, and others as the most impor¬ 
tant inscription source to come to light in some time." 

Fulbright Scholar Dr. Kenneth R. Hall from the Depart¬ 
ment of History at Ball State University was in charge of safely 
delivering the exhibit to SJC, as well as providing a small 
seminar on the importance of the plates. Dr. Hall specializes 
in the history of ancient India and Southeast Asia. 

Although the Indian Ocean was among the first mari¬ 
time spaces of exchange, scholars know surprisingly little about 
the area before the late 15th century 
CE when European powers—Portu¬ 
guese, Spanish, English, Dutch, and 
others—first sailed into this ocean. 
Dr. Hall discussed why this new 
find is crucial for aspiring historians 
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and the importance of the multicultural world blossoming dur¬ 
ing this time period, long before the records of the European 
powers. He stressed the importance of "international dialogue" 
and how people should recognize "the distinct communities 
present at that time that were working out a negotiated rela¬ 
tionship with the local populace in terms of the use of land." 
This level of interaction, which had been unheard of up to this 
point, signifies a huge advancement in terms of understanding 
the western powers of India and Southeast Asia. 

Currently, a group of international scholars is working on 
transcribing and translating the copper plates and putting them 
into historical economic and social context. Their work will be 
published in 2014. The plan includes companion material from 
the National Geographic Channel—namely, two documenta¬ 
ries. The first is on Arab ship building, and the second focuses 
on sailing the ship constructed in the first documentary.
